decrepid) educational systems were slighted ignored. 

“The truth shall make you free.” That excellent 
class motto and community motto, and fine principle 
incorporate into our philosophy life. And 
superb subject for meditation. all desire freedom— 
else were unworthy the God Who created us!—and 
all look forward Heaven wherein shall 
eternally liberated from the shackles materialism that 
fetter our potentially immortal spirit. Now, the condi- 
tion upon which shall attain freedom, fitting 
measure time and vaster scale eternity, that 
seek and speak and live and the truth. all the 
gyves and chains that bow down and limit our activi- 
ties, the sorest are the shackles falsehood—false be- 
liefs, false theories, false pretenses, false hopes, false 
ambitions, false conceptions life and duty. Once 
are determined separate ourselves from everything that 
not true, then shall begin taste the delights 
the freedom that according God. 

Truth infinite, and therefore something greater 
than any earthly conveyor container. are not 
really seeking the truth when love, not it, but the 
package which wrapped. That package must needs 
change with the times, that package grows old-fashioned 
wears and pin our faith and our love, 
then are oftentimes missing the truth. But the truth 
the Lord remaineth forever. 

Rightly respect and reverence the soothsayers 
and prophets the truth, the saints and philosophers and 
poets and painters who direct our feet the ways 
truth. But let worship none them, for one sooth- 
sayer able grasp the whole truth.

But, assuming that the lesson English literature does 
produce boredom that lies too deep for tears, what are 
about it? certainly not the fault litera- 
ture, and ordinarily the defect lies not the class. Clearly, 
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something amiss with the teacher. The real teacher 
English does not face yawning class. the instructor 
vividly and vitally interested the books dis- 
cussing, convinced that the teaching English 
the most fascinating and most important human oc- 
cupations, the happy possessor knowledge 
broad and deep and zeal that according knowledge, 
much love work that his very pres- 
ence radiates enthusiasm, then will have occasion 
wrestle with the problem “frightful yawns” and 

“pained tolerance.” 

recall the case dear old Professor His class 
lectures were deadly and dull, unfailing remedy for 
They were canned lectures, written the dis- 
tant heyday the good professor’s youth, 
bristled with dry bibliographical with critical 
comments whence the spirit interest had long since de- 
parted. There was lack “frightful yawns” and 

“pained tolerance” his classroom. outside the 
school building, the campus his snug book-lined 
study, the professor was another man. could talk in- 
spiringly and the hour about books and their makers. 
had read everything, and remembered everything 
had read, and while waiting for street car poking 
his study fire pulling his burnished briar pipe, 
invariably invested literary topics with freshness and 
glamor that fired his hearers’ intellects and imaginations 
and sent them storming out the library read for 
themselves the authors had discussed with such vivacity 
and charm. 

Can’t see what was the matter with Professor 
the classroom was “academic” and “scholarly;” 
out the classroom was just human. The real man, 
the true scholar and inspirer, functioned the street and 
the fireside; but the classroom his true self was 
singularly insulated. 

some respects Professor typical. Some 
have wrong idea classroom dignity, erroneous 
conception the art teaching. Let forget about 
the demands scholarship, let ignore many points 
which our pedantic consciences warn are prime im- 
portance. Let us, the classroom and out the class- 
room, our own unvarnished, unaffected human selves, 
and amount anything all, depend upon it, what 
are will shine out what and our teaching will 
resolve itself into form self-expression gloriously 
yawn-proof.

crescendo movement culminating the wonderful picture 
the explorer staring, silent, the great western sea. 

itself extended metaphor. Observe how every 
phrase referring “the realms gold” and the dis- 
covery the Pacifiic has specific application the 
reading great books. 

The error fact—it was Balboa, course, who 
discovered the Pacifiic ocean—is typical Keats whose 
education was very fragmentary. 

noteworthy, too, that Homer’s story the 
pagan gods and goddesses made especial appeal 
Keats. Theugh was not Greek scholar, was very 
much sympathy with Greek themes and moods. 

The frequency apt and distinctive epithets, “good- 
states,” “one wide “deep-browed Homer,” 
“watcher the skies,” “wild surmise.” 

Keats wrote this poem when was mere boy 
twenty-two. The fact deeply significant. died when 
was only twenty-six, and practically all his best work 
was done within the space two years. 

Having introduced the poet through one his most 
representative short poems, now fitting glance 
the main events his life, life admirably summarized 
one his biographers, Lord Houghton, made 
“Three small volumes verse, some earnest friend- 
ships, one profound passion and premature death.”

special moment the life story Keats are the 
following facts. was born stable London, his 
father hostler and his mother liveryman’s daughter. 
received but little formal schooling. studied medi- 
not without success, though eventually yielded 
the strong fascination literature. Two Fannys repre- 
sent the feminine influence his life—his little sister, 
Fanny Keats, and the Miss Fanny Brawne whom 
was devoted the months before his death. The chief 
literary influences that played upon him were Greek 
mythology, which learned such books Lempriere’s 
Classical Dictionary, Shakespeare, Spenser and Ariosto. 
His first long poem, “Endymion,” was roughly handled 
two powerful reviews, partly because real faults 
immaturity and lack humor and good taste, partly for 
political reasons, Keats being friendly with Leigh Hunt, 
prominent radical. Hereditary consumption threatened 
his life, and Keats, with his faithful friend, Joseph Severn, 
went Italy and died Rome, February 23, 1821. 
was poet the last. felt the flowers blowing over 
him, told his friend; and composed his own epitaph, 
“Here lies one whose name was writ water.” 


important remember that the case Keats 
the poet was finer and more wholesome spirit than the 
man. Various opinions, most them running ex- 
tremes, have been expressed concerning his character and 
personality. The truth seems that was very 
temperamental and decidedly effeminate; all his life was 
neuresthenic. His apologists have tried, though without 
success, make him out vigorous, manly person. Such 
was not; though, the other hand, did not merit 
Byron’s flippant reproach having been “snuffed out 
article.” religious convictions were vague and had 
but minor role shaping his conduct. 


The distinguished English critic, Edmund Gosse wide 
the mark when tells that “no poet save 
Shakespeare himself more English than Keats.” In- 
deed, the national note, manifest English poets like 
Wordsworth and French poets like Beranger and Irish 
poets like Mangan, strikingly absent Keats. Read 
every poem wrote and you will find very little indica- 
tion patriotism and even less devotion English 
scenery and English life. His soul was moved 
idealized conception paganism and lured almost ex- 
clusively Grecian themes. 


The “paganism” Keats merits some attention, for 
typical the “pagan” note often struck modern 
English, French and German bards. this connection 
well read Francis Thompson’s essay “Paganism 
Old and New,” found his collected works ,and 
ponder the following words written Father Donnelly 
his recent book: “The Art Interesting”; “The imagi- 
nation Homer and the Greeks, and the same true 
the Latins, was conditioned and restricted their trivial 
and grotesque cosmogony. -The waters could 
higher than their source.” Keats really did not know the 
ancient paganism; but idealized it—often the light 
Christian traditions—and invested with beauty and 
dignity not indiginous it. This “paganism” his 
all pervasive; even his seemingly Catholic poem, “The 
Eve St. Agnes,” the only Catholic element the title. 
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Shakespeare and Browning, for portrait life and 
commentary life: find little him that may 
profitably embody our philosophy conduct. But 
Keats for embodiments the spirit beauty. His 
matter negligible moment; his manner and his mood 
entitle him very high rank among English poets. 
Note how often pays tribute, singuarly beautiful 
language, the potency beauty; note how many and 
how splendid are the imaginative pictures loveliness 
his poems evoke; note how even the ugly and the sordid 
become beautiful the touch his inspired wand. 
found translation Boccaccio gruesome story that 
seemingly would best serve the purposes Edgar Allen 
Poe. That story, transformed the alembic his muse, 
appears the truly beautiful poem, “Isabella, the Pot 
Basil.” The disgusting, the depressing, the unbeautiful 
elements are minimized, and the tale becomes exquisite 
presentment faithful love, triumphant over evil and 


death. 


Keats the most impersonal the English lyric poets. 
have learned expect that the lyric poet shall 
concerned mainly with the expression his own in- 
dividual moods and inspirations and aspirations. 
worth subjective, Shelley subjective, Thompson 
subjective; subjectivity the source once Byron’s 
strength and Byron’s weakness. But, oddly enough, 
Keats the man strangely aloof from Keats the poet. 


His poems throw but little light his character and 
personality. 


Many Keats’s shorter poems, have seen 
the case “On First Looking into Chapman’s Homer,” 
are things flawless finish and perfection. 
longer poems give the main impression incom- 
pleteness. today, taken whole, dead. 
But the opening verse, thing beauty joy for- 
ever,” has passed into proverb familiar speech, and 
its pages are strewn with many another broken fragment 
that would not willingly forget. “Hyperion,” which 
Keats did not complete, the poet constructed character 
which, contrary the original design, dominates the 
poem. had obviously intended make Apollo the 
hero, but wrought impressive figure Hyperion 
that the leader the Titans assumes heroic proportions. 
Great poets have sometimes done something similar, 
Milton did making, presumably against his will, the 
sinsiter Satan the leading character “Paradise Lost.” 
the same way Shylock bulks disproportionately large 
“The Merchant Venice;” and “Romeo and 
Mercutio grew the disparagement Romeo, 
that Shakespeare felt obliged kill him off about the 
middle the play. 


The study Keats affords several opportunities for in- 
cursions into comparative literature. Let “Endymion” 
read side side with Michael Drayton’s “The Man 
the Moon,” and will seen that while the older bard 
was mostly concerned with the narrative such, Keats 
the story was but thread which hang series 
gorgeous and unrelated mental pictures. have already 
called attention the diversity the treatment the 
same plot Boccassio and Keats the “Isabella” tale. 
comparison Keats’s version with that “Barry 
Cornwall” his now almost forgotten Sicilian Story,” 
will show that Proctor inclines more the treatment and 
mood found the Italian original. And the students who 
read German will find interest comparing Keats’s 
“Lamia” with Geothe’s “Die Braut von Korinth.” Here 
have the theme the “vampire woman,” which may 
traced one direction back Philostratus and 
Burton’s “Anatomy Melancholy,” where Keats found 
it, and another direction right down Kipling’s “Vam- 
pire” and the vulgar and depressing versions embodied 
some present day novels and moving picture scenarios. 


poet, not less than man, Keats had limitations, 
and some those limitations have pointed out this 
brief and inadequate resume his work; but the true 
teacher does not fall into the facile bad habit reproach- 
ing writer for not doing what the writer did not seek 
do. Let us, aim getting the best and the 
highest out books, learn appreciate the supreme 
excellence every author approach.

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INSPIRATION THE SCHOOL ROOM.

not easy define the 
word inspiration, nor shall at- 
tempt it. easy enough 
say that derived from the 
Latin and spirare which litter- 
mean breathing into. But 
etymological definition can 
cover the wide field activities 
which inspiration plays im- 
portant part. Nor inspiration 
breathing into, unless con- 
fine our thoughts things spir- 
When humans act upon 
their kind there passing 
the spirit, except figurative 
sense. But there is, very fact, 
process which one mind can 
stimulate the latent powers 
another, or, others, and prompt the generous and joy- 
ous performance tasks which otherwise might con- 
sidered too difficult undertake. accomplish this 
the paramount function eloquence. But other actions 
the same work other ways; or, perhaps, are justi- 
fied saying that whatever does possessed the 
divine afflatus. are all familiar with the various 
agencies used the late war stir men deeds self- 
sacrifice, and heroism very high order. Inspiration 
stirs the soul and makes athirst for action; bestows 
halo upon difficulties and causes man woman fly 
with glad heart, and without counting the cost, indi- 
cated goal. The hardest work longer drudgery; the 
leader ceases task-master. simply shows the 
work which manifests irresistible fascination. This, 
take it, is, general way, inspiration. is, however. 
easier feel than define it. 

our day the school room requires inspiration, not 
merely for its perfection. but prime requisite. Instead 
complaining our age, the way wisdom accept 
and’ divided interest. Many things appeal the chil- 
dren today: Social duties, prematurely assumed, games, 
and the ceaseless call the “movies”. life, 
inherited characteristics, stimulating foods, all add the 
forces that war against patient plodding. Then, may 
not forget that there constantly before the youth 
the land the fact that the goal all such ambition 
have far been able stir up, business political suc- 
cess, often attained men who did not shine the 
class room. view this fact, and another which 
must also concede, that brilliant students often make 
agonizing failures, can hardly stimulate patient ef- 
forts appeal material interests. 


addition this, must also take into account what 
older folks call the petted and spoiled ‘condition the 
American child. very independent mortal who 
cannot forced; though also the most generous and 
candid his kind. 


consideration this topic can afford neglect the 
attitude parents which, not infrequently, enough 
drive young teacher despair. The number parents 
who extend whole-hearted cooperation the teacher 
altogether too small. Indeed, nrany them hold that all 
failures and all difficulties are attributable the school. 
But not necessary argue further point which 
well understood. but emphasize the fact 
that inspiration necessary the teacher that without 
it, matter what efforts are put forth, dissatisfaction and 
failure must result. The school will drag its weary days 
along, the chagrin teacher, pupil and parent. 

How the gift acquisition which call inspiration 
attained? 

Some will answer that the teacher, like the poet, born 
and not made; view which assent with the qualifica- 
tion, that goodly number both poets and teachers are 
born. Many both types blush unseen and waste their 
sweetness indolent life. 

The average intellect, under proper training and with 
proper attitude mind, will give inspired teacher. 
may even that the average intellect the safer in-

tellect the premises. say ‘saver’ imply that great 
intellects, unless restrained and schooled, may either 
impatient impracticable. Fine minds, however, that sub- 
mit the rein become pearls great price. 


contention that teachers are born great num- 
bers, and that proper training head and heart all that 
necessary make them efficient. 


This, however, undespensable. Knowledge neces- 
sary. The more the better. teacher whose acquisition 
limited what required for class work cannot have 
the confidence which gives distinction. The wider the 
range knowledge the freer the teacher: the better chance 
imparting naturalness and life the teaching. Tech- 
nique good course; method indispensable. But what 
the use learning how dispense which one 
has not got? the other hand, neglect method 
forget that one dealing with others and striving for their 
benefit solely. Educators, working through the ages, have 
discovered that all ways reaching young minds, or, in- 
deed, old minds, are not equally good. Systems have been 
evolved which, though not perfect, still have much 
merit that teacher free ignore them. The genuine 
teacher will not course follow them slavishly; neither 
will discard them. Those who understand methods 
well can always make them elastic. 


all this have been assuming that the teacher the 
source not course, rule out every 
other source. The style the building, the ornamentation 
the room, fellow pupils, visitors, all help hinder 
some degree. But above all stands the teacher. the 
sun the system. Light comes from him, does not 
come any considerable amount. 


The Catholic Catholic school should the most 
inspiring teachers, for many (or she) 
seldom mercenary. Salary usually very secondary 
matter.

the center Pittsburgh, surrounded factories, ware- 
houses and net-work railroad tracks, stands the little 
six-sided block house built 1764. When the governor 
Virginia sent George Washington drive the French from 
the Ohio Valley there stood where the Allegheny and the 
Monogahela rivers unite, form the Ohio, small fort called 
Fort Duquesne. This fort was captured 1758 the 
British and renamed Fort Pitt, honor England’s greatest 
statesman. Today this “point” which the fort was built 
the great city Pittsburgh, known “the workshop the 
world.” thrust down like wedge between the Alle- 
gheny and Monongahela rivers. The city’s business district 
packed down into the apex the wedge and fenced 
the hills that rise grades too steep for practical trans- 
portation. The problems thoroughfares within the busi- 
ness section and arteries leading from have been great 
ones. Many bridges have been built, hills have been lowered 
and inclined planes constructed. Passengers and freight are 
carried these inclines cable cars. 

the steepest these planes, the Monongahela, whose 
summit 400 feet above the rivers, the railroad runs through 
tunnel and brings one out upon height far above the 
city. Incomparable vistas are revealed from these hills. 
Beneath the grime and smoke Pittsburgh discover 
that one the most picturesque cities the United 
States. night, while the city sleeps, the furnaces fling 
out tongues flame into the black sky; towering smoke 
stacks pouring out the smoke stand black against the glare; 
coke ovens which coal roasted for use smelting iron 
look like great mounds blazing fire. 

This city has always possessed remarkable transportation 
facilities. This has made possible get raw material 
easily and ship all parts the world. the sur-

rounding hills are enormous veins bituminous coal which 
easily mined. The valleys furnish limestones used the mak- 
ing iron. the Monongahela lie deposits coking 
coal used the manufacture steel. Iron also found 
the rocks western Pennsylvania. From this great 
“workshop” come the steel beams, girders and bolts for 
the construction skyscrapers. Steel rails, locomotives and 
airbrakes are made for railroads the world over. Heavy 
steel bridges, great castings for piers, and armor plate for 
battleships all are made here. one can estimate the 
value the work done Pittsburgh during the World War. 
Life preservers, mats, soles and floor coverings are made here 
from cork shipped from the cork-oak forests Spain and 
Portugal. The city leads the world the manufacture 
glass and electrical machinery. The great Westinghouse 
electric company near here. 

Pittsburgh’s coal shipped all parts the world. These 
mines form great underground city. 

Titusville, Pa., 1858, the first oil well was sunk 
man named Drake. bored only sixty-nine feet and struck 
oil. Pittsburgh one the great centers for petroleum. 
Vaseline, benzine, kerosene, naphtha and paraffin are all 
products made from petroleum. Natural gas found 
around the oil fields. This obtained sinking pipes, and 
when the gas reached rushes out with great force. Its 
greatest use for lighting and heating. 

Beyond the small triangular area which the business 
the city concentrated rises the “Hump.” Further be- 
yond the “hump” are hills given over parks, residences 
and splendid drives. 

The city can well proud the Carnegie Museum, Li- 
brary and Technical School, well the Pittsburgh Uni- 
versity.

LANDSEER AND HIS WORK 
THE EDWIN LANDSEER 


There need preparing children for appreciation 
Landseer: they love his dogs first sight, just because 
they cannot help it. And who can look the portrait 
Landseer without loving him? Children profit character 
studies great men and women—reading their faces—and 
even the younger children will know that this face kind. 

When Edwin Landseer was very small boy, drew 
pictures. His brothers also drew pictures. but there was 
difference between the character their drawings and 
his. Some one said that when Edwin’s brothers drew pic- 
tures dogs, you could tell that they were dogs; but you 
could tell that Edwin’s dog was collie, spaniel, 
whatever was. 

Their father was art critic and engraver, and his 
influence must have been good for Edwin. told his boy 
that Nature was the best art school and that one’s eyes 
are the best all art teachers. 

Edwin had opportunity watch dogs, horses and 
donkeys his home and, possessing natural love for both 
the animals themselves and the work picturing them, 
began early life draw the sort pictures which became 
his greatest work. The little boy, five years old, did not 
know that some day his pictures would exhibit 
great museums. But they were. the South Kensington 
Museum little lead-pencil drawing donkey’s head; 
and below the picture written, Landseer, five years 
old.” There also drawing pointer—made 
the same artist the age six. People who have seen 
say that they have actually taken picture 
dog they have seen, the eyes are and the tail curls 


naturally. 


Our young friend had desire learn etchings 
like his father’s. and just from watching his father work 
learned the art. the age eight engraved 
plate etchings. This was easy task, but did well. 
etched dogs, lions, tigers and sheep. Sometimes 
etched them singly, sometimes groups. 


his father’s suggestion, Edwin made some pen and ink 
sketches animals. All who saw these agreed that they 
were the equal those made older artists. 

When others were watching, with wild delight. exhibi- 
tion wild beasts, fight, some cruel sport, Edwin 
Landseer was studying the lines the bodies and the move- 
ments, from artist’s viewpoint. never rejoiced 
hunting animals injuring them any way. Later life 
was invited hunting trip with Sir Walter 
Scott. said that Sir Walter did not accomplish his 
usual results; for, whenever deer came within close range, 
Landseer must have his chance get quick sketch made, 
and most cases the deer got away before the hunter could 
get aim it. 

Sir Edwin Landseer’s studio was St. John’s Road, near 
London. old barn was made over into studio, and 
there was beautiful garden. called his home 
Vale,” the name Scott’s favorite dog. the artist 
entertained many famous people. French friend who 
often called, used call out when reached the door 
the studio: “Landseer, keep your dogs off me! That old 
fellow back the corner growling me!” real were 
Landseer’s dogs. Once the same Frenchman, looking 
one the paintings, said, give pin take the 
thorn out that dog’s foot! See what pain in!”

Will the doctor smile, will 
look sad and worried? Surely man ever had more 
faithful friend more vigilant one than this great dog, 
who has neither eye nor ear for anything but what comes 
from the next room. 


What are the marks worth this selection? 
consider the title, synonym for suspense, 
the dictionary gives “uncertainty, with anxiety apprehen- 
sion.” Look the face the dog; full anxious, 
though patient, uncertainty; the ‘very position the body 
shows anxiety; not easy and restful. The faithful animal 
ready either bow sorrow leap joyfully his 
dear master’s side, according the sign which shall 
given him when the door opens. 


The minor details the picture are well and clearly drawn, 
each adding its part the perfect whole. Again study 
the lights and shades, and note that each has its special 
significance bringing out the theme with vividness and 


beauty. note the arrangement the details pic- 
ture. Why everything where What does one see 
when first casts his eye the painting? What next? 
What added each detail? easily seen that there 
not single object which has not very evident purpose, 
and that there special purpose for everything being 
placed just where is.

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THE TEACHING PLACE GEOGRAPHY 


Douglas Ridgley, State Normal University, Normal, Illinois 


IMPORTANCE KNOWING PLACES 


The reader current news confronted every turn 
with names places familiar and unfamiliar. The pages 
single issue metropolitan newspaper may contain the 
names hundreds places. The reader gets more from 
his reading news items able visualize accurately 
the places mentioned their map relations and their actual 
earth positions with reference his home and each other. 

the business the teacher geography the ele- 
mentary school make sure that pupils develop the ability 
locate places use maps the textbook, atlas, and 
wall maps. The teaching mere location such not 
vital geography, but omit definite instruction the loca- 
tion places through interesting and valuable exercises 
fail developing properly geographic sense place 
relationships. The pupil should leave the geography work 
the elementary school capable location definitely and ac- 
curately goodly number important geographical places 
each continent, larger number the United States and 
Europe than other regions. should able locate 
all unfamiliar places named current news fairly well with 
reference some important place learned school work. 
should have developed the ability and the desire use 
atlas intelligently finding the map the places whose 
location wishes know. 

knowledge place essential the study ge- 
ography knowledge the multiplication table the 
teaching arithmetic. bare multiplication table and 
mere list places are both little value when standing 
alone. the hands skillful teacher both may made 
alive enabling the pupils test their own ability 
things not set down books. 

the place map used merely identify and name 
indicated places, the exercise becomes dry and meaning- 
less study the bare figures the multiplication table. 
If, however, the places are made appear their geographic 
significance, the place map may useful the study 
geography the multiplication table mathematical 
calculations every day life. 


OUR METHOD TEACHING PLACE NAMES 


The mere naming places map does not far 
the teaching place geography. Unless the name the 
place associated with worth while information concerning 
the place, there little need value teaching the name 
all. close relationship emphasized among the 
name, location and geographic facts place the study 
becomes valuable. strong and definite association the 
name, the location and the importance the place are all 
learned more effectively than otherwise. the teaching 
geography through journey lessons, industrial topics, 
from tropical outline due emphasis should given the 
vigorous thinking geographic relationships places 
the basis for remembering them distinctly and correctly. 

Let take for example the problem teaching some 
eighty-five place names South America. Let these eighty- 
five place names include: fifteen coast features, three cities, 
twenty rivers, one lake and five mountains. 

The method described below was used with normal school 
students, but can followed with slight modification 
the upper grades. 

The members the class were assigned the task plan- 
ning journey from their home South America with 
travels the continent reach pass near each the 
eighty-five places. The eighty-five names were written the 
order which the places were visited. Some time 
was used searching the textbook, geographical readers, 
and other reference material for two three important 
geographic facts about each place. These facts were indi- 
cated brief notes under each the eighty-five names. 
Following this preliminary work three lessons were devoted 
the writing essay describing briefly the route fol- 


lowed from home South America, the journey through 
the continent, and the return journey. These essays were 
read day day the work was being de- 
veloped. 

The results can best shown quotations from one 
the essays: 

“Leaving Normal, Ill, the Illinois Central Railroad, 
reached New Orleans, La. Here took steamer for 
South America. sailed for 100 miles down the Missis- 
sippi, then across the Gulf Mexico, through the Yucatan 
Channel into the Caribbean Sea. ‘The Caribbean warm 
sea indescribable blue upon which strange plants float and 
through which strange fish swim. landed Barran- 
quilla, important seaport the Columbia the 
main branch the Magdalena River. The white inhabitants 
Columbia are Spanish descent and speak the Spanish 
language. 

“We went from here Ecuador, country which stretches 
across the Andes. Ecuador may divided into three parts; 
the lowlands along the Pacific; the mountains and the pla- 
teaus the center, and the lowlands east the mountains. 
Quito, the capital, plateau the interior. Although 
the equator, Quito, because its altitude, has delightful 
climate resembling that perpetual spring.” 

this quotation, the student has used the names six 
the eighty-five places indicated the map. These are 
Carribbean Sea, Barranquilla, Magdalena River, Columbia, 
Ecuador and Quito. The essay was continued until all the 
eighty-five places were used and the returned journey com- 
pleted way the Atlantic, New York and Chicago. This 
study required: 

The planning definite route travel covering 
total many thousands miles. 

The writing and also the pronunciation eighty-five 
names importance the geography South America. 

The independent and intelligent use textbook, ge- 
ographical readers, and other sources reference books 
accomplish definite piece work outside textbook 
routine. 

Careful attention the correct use English the 
writing essay 1,500 2,500 words. 

The visualization the journey more definitely than 
the student had read similar description prepared 
someone else. 

The thinking the continent unit with its related 
countries, physical features and cities. 

The writer has had hundreds students normal school 
and the elementary school carry out exercises similar 
the one here indicated. The work has been accomplished 
with the interest popular game. Essays real ge- 
ographic merit have been proluced. The old mechanical, 
memoriter drudgery place geography disappeared with the 
introduction the journey essay. hoped that this ex- 
perience may suggestive others.

When was six years old was 
sent school for few months, but that sparsely settled 
community schools were few and not the all 
his life the boy had less than year regular schooling 
but the things taught himself dint industrious toil 
and persevering effort made him truly educated man,— 
one able use his knowledge the very best advantage. 

When the boy was eight years old his father moved the 
family Indiana. This was seven-day journey. Another 
log cabin was built, and home about cheerless and 
comfortless one can well imagine, the family life was 
again Mrs. Lincoln, overburdened with the 
her lot and never robust, was attacked 
strange disease. Abraham and his sister Sarah tried 
all they could for her, but one night, calling her son her, 
the mother placed her arm around him, saying that she was 
going away, never return. must good Sarah 
and his father and always good boy. Then the 
mother closed her eyes, never open them again this 
world. The boy’s heart was wrung this sorrow. 
wept bitterly over his mother’s grave. was not alone 


his mother was dead, but because the one who could 


understand him was gone. felt that his father did not 
understand him and was often unkind. The winter that 
followed was very hard one for the motherless children.

Through all the 
work and hardships the winter, Abraham could not forget

“To borne along 
insensible motion through such scenes, the bright morning 
sunshine the serene moonlight, must have enkindled 
emotions the bosom young Lincoln never forgot- 
ten.” the end the journey was the busy, interesting 
city New Orleans. The cargo was and young 
Lincoln -returned his home. Thomas Lincoln now 
changed his place residence once more, this time coming 
Illinois. Abraham helped build log-cabin, and 
then split the rails make fence around the cornfield. 
When the family was comfortably settled, told his father 
his intention out into the world and seek his for- 
tune. did any one them dream, unless was 
young Lincoln himself, how brilliant that future was be. 
The young man soon after made second trip New Or- 
leans, and while the city attended slave auction where 
negroes were bought and sold like many cattle. The 
sight filled the future Emancipator with indignation. 
said that while looking upon it, exclaimed: “If ever 
get chance hit that thing, hit hard!” 


Wishing see more people, upon his return, became 
clerk store small town called New Salem, 
about twelve miles from Springfield. Here his natural tal- 
ent for speech-making had chance develop and become 
much improved use. When was complimented for 
good speech had made felt much encouraged and be- 
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gan study schoolmaster advised him 
study grammar. textbook grammar six 
miles away, walked the distance, obtained book, and 
began study it. After became familiar with its contents, 
said: “If that what they call science, think 
another.”

matter what the weather may have been December 
and January, February sure month wherein winter 
rings all the changes from soft days, rain, sleet storms 
deep, trackless, obliterating snows. the winter has been 
clement and open the beginning, the insect-eating, resident 
birds—Nuthatches, Woodpeckers, Chickadees, 
numerous, but February lives its reputation 

“When the days begin lengthen 

The cold begins strengthen,” 
must rely upon the brave seed-eating birds our 
companions until the first courageous spring migrants 
appear. 


His Kindred 


All winter have had with members the family 
Finches and Sparrows that have either come lingering 
flocks merely birds passage; the Goldfinch his 
sober winter dress, the stocky Purple Finch, the handsome 
White-throated Sparrow, the sociable Tree Sparrow 
Winter Chippy, chiefly distinguishable its larger size from 
the gentle little summer resident the hair-lined nest; the 
Slate-colored Junco, trim figure, dressed clear gray, 
with sleek white vest and identifying light beak. addition 
these have come, perhaps, cone-bearing trees are near, 
mixed flock American and White-winged Crossbills— 
those strange birds varied red plumage, beaks crossed 
the tips, and clear metallic call notes. 

spring may predict with reasonable accuracy the 
coming the birds that are summer residents, well 
the time passage the migrants that nest further north, 
but the comings and goings the winter birds are fraught 
with entire uncertainty. Several days will pass when 
lunch-counter the old apple tree, with its sloping -roof 
old wood that keeps off the wet, will without single 
visitor; then without rhyme reason, the birds will swarm 
about like bees about buckwheat—birds all sizes, from 
the Blue Jay the merry little Kinglets. Weather, 
than individual will, seems the guide and motive power 
the winter birds, and this weather influence works 
wholly different way winter than spring. Fair weather 
draws the birds spring us, but the storm-clouds 
and fierce winds north and east that owe glimpse 
the rarer winter birds that make their summer homes 
arctic regions.

search food, sometimes the very doorstep itself where, 
few years ago, saw small flock seven feasting upon 
the waste seeds that had been thrown out from the Canary’s 
cage. 

Few birds have more appropriate and descriptive names 
than this, who was beforetimes called the Snow Bunting, and 
the minds poets and many others confused with the 
Gray Snow Bunting, now called the Slate-colored Junco 
the Wise Men stop confusion, the Junco has kindred 
the West and South. 

After the snowfall has ceased and look across the open 
toward the wooded strips see the fanciful shapes the 
trees have taken, slight motion draws the eye toward pro- 
tected hollow where the bent and broken stalks mullein, 


ragweed and wild sunflowers still hold their own above the 
snow. 

What leaves drifting about? Impossible! 
The only uncovered leaves are those few that cling dry and 
rustling the young beeches and oaks, refusing let 
until the swelling buds March actually break their grip. 

Work your way carefully toward the nearest shelter, field- 
opera-glass hand, and you will see not leaves, but 
flock plump, compactly built birds, little larger than 
the familiar English Sparrow. first you will have diffi- 
culty separating them from the snow for they are all white 
underneath and have much white the neck, head, wings 
and tail. Such colors the Snowflake wears, is, when seen 
close, deep-rust-color, but mixed with the white 
that short distance the plumage takes all the dead- 
leaf hues fawn and russet, the birds were themselves 
animated leaves frolicking with the blowing snow. When 
they take wing they give sharp call note somewhat 
like the second syllable the call the Scarlet Tanager. 
This the Snowflake’s winter dress; summer wears 
clear black and white. 


His Country 

The Snowflake summer resident the Arctic Circle, 
from which, its winter travels, visits Europe and eastern 
Asia well the United States, and may therefore 
classed with the small group circumpolar birds. They 
therefore nest the extreme north where the tree growth 
stunted that the region called “the Land Little Sticks.” 
winter found throughout New England and 
irregularly the middle states. 


His Nest 

The Snowflake belongs the ground-loving portion 
its tribe, such distinction allowable. Not only does 
nest the ground, but far may judge from its 
winter habits, spends most its time there when not 
flight. doubt even roosts trees, for those that 
have seen hereabouts took shelter after feeding, either 
brush-heap the edges corn-stack which always 
affords shelter for birds that prefer squat rather than 
perch, least winter. 

The Longspur clings the ground this same way, 
and the Horned Lark also, and can easily see that 
would matter heredity species that are natives 
countries offering such poor perching accommodations 
the matter trees. 

Dr. Coues thus describes the nest: “The few nests 
the Snowflake that have seen were built with great 
quantity kind short curly grass which grows the 
Arctic regions, mixed with moss, the whole forming 
substantial structure, with walls inch more thick, and 
small, deep cavity. This warmly lined with quantity 
large feathers from some water-fowl. They are built 
the ground, often covered and hidden tussocks grass 
even slabs rock, 

The Eggs 

The eggs are exceedingly variable color well size. 
The ground white whitish, sometimes flecked all over 
with neutral tint shell-markings overlaid deep brown 
spots. other cases, have heavy wreath dull 
brown blotches around the larger end. Those who have 
seen the Snowflake home summer speak highly its 
vocal ability, and have also good word for the fidelity 
the bright bird its mate and its young.” 


Weed Warrior

its chief interest and importance that its coming brinys 
bit novelty the winter landscape, and that one 
the most furtive the great tribe Weed Warriors 
that, through the very necessities its existence, consumes 
vast numbers weed seeds before the growing seasons 
quicken them life. The careless land-owner for the lack 
few days even hours spent with scythe his pas- 
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ture and old fields, invites the company weeds that will 
not only choke his crops but rob the very soil its 
fertility. Then winter, and while the man withdraws 
into his house, and storms goes out only feed the cattle, 
the band feathered workers that-are great part 
Nature’s scheme economics, silently appear, and without 
confusion fall their allotted tasks: The Crossbills and 
Pine Grosbeaks, through their feeding, plant ever-green 
forests; the Waxwings establish the pointed cedars bare 
hillsides, drape the byways with bittersweet and mesh the 
thickets with catbriar; the Myrtle Warblers spread the 
persistent greenery the bayberry, together with many 
other berry-bearing bushes; while the gentle Snowflakes 
the hollows, always keeping close the ground, glean from 
the broken weed-stalks that have been overlooked their 
kinsmen the earlier season plenty. 

addition this seed food, the Snowflake known 
eat the larvae small insects and minute shell-fish that 
attach themselves the leaves water plants and rushes 
(upon the seeds which they also feed), that there 
reason this varied diet for the usual plump appearance 
the bird. 

Destruction Snowflakes 

Surely, any bird could expected receive hospitable 
treatment human hands, one would think would 
given these brave children frost and snow, the Snow- 


flake and Slate-colored Junco, yet myriads these have 
fallen into the snares the trappers for the sake the 
mere mouthful meat they furnish.

Which all the arts first accessible the little 

Music. 

How? 

Long before.a child can really appreciate any other form 
art express himself can, the singing little 
song, not only come contact with perfect work art, 
but can completely realize himself the expression it. 

all types song bring about this desirable end, 
(self realization form beauty) develop the sense 
beauty? 

No. soon expect healthy, beautiful body result 
from diet overstimulating, undernourishing food, 
expect perception beauty develop from diet in- 
sincere tawdry music. 

How can musically uneducated safely choose 
songs for his child?

1854, the party favoring slavery had secured the repeal 
the Missouri Compromise, the great peace measure 
Henry Clay which had insured that, after the admission 
Missouri, all new states lying north the south line Mis- 
souri and west its west line, should come free states. 
Stephen Douglas, with whom Lincoln had long been more 
less intimately associated, was responsible for the bill 
repealing the Compromise. was regarded his bid for 
Southern votes secure the presidency. Lincoln had long 
watched the spread slavery with great anxiety, and this 
new bill filled him with indignation. Mr. Douglas, man 
great intellectual power and famous orator, attended state 
fair Springfield that same year, and addressed.a great 
crowd people defense the Kansas-Nebraska Bill, 
was called. The next day Lincoln answered him 
speech three hours long which spoke eloquently 
and feelingly the truth and right the case 
saw that his audience applauded his splendid triumph and 
declared unanimously that Mr. Douglas was vanquished. Mr. 
Douglas then went Peoria, Mr. Lincoln following him. 
immense crowd was drawn together because the public 
excitement. Speeches were again made both men and Lin- 
coln’s was reported and admired all over the country. 
was considered complete refutation all that Mr. Doug- 
las had said. From this time until Lincoln defeated 
Douglas for the presidency 1860, there was only one great

Through all the dark days that followed, 
Lincoln proved himself man heroic mold, genuine 
nobility and magnanimity character, and such unselfish 
devotion the common good, that has been declared 
universal consent, one the princes royal blood among 
those who have given their lives for humanity. When this 
great service was brought tragic close the hand 
the assassin, April 15, 1865, just victory had been won and 
the scourge civil war removed, every one knew that the 
martyr’s death had consecrated yet deeper glory and tri- 
umph the life that had been worthily lived.

The ode played important part the Greek drama;

The 
modern ode English dates from the Renaissance and 
was inspired Horace and Pindar. exalted tone, 
more impersonal than the ordinary lyric, and deals pro- 
gressively with single dignified theme. Among English 
Gray, has been the best exponent the Pindaric 
ode. 

But the ode which obtains today largely irregular, 
the poet being law unto himself. Among the great Eng- 
lish odes are: Spenser’s “Epithalamion”; Milton’s “On the 
Nativity”; Dryden’s “On Alexander’s Feast,” and his ode 
for St. Cecilia’s Day; Gray’s Wordsworth’s “In- 
timations Coleridges “To France”; 
Shelley’s “To the West Wind” and “To Skylark”; 
Keats’s “To Tennyson’s “Death the 
Duke Wellington”; Swinburne’s “To Victor Hugo”; 
Thompson’s “Hound Heaven” and “To the Setting 
Sun”; and American poetry Lowell’s great 
oration ode” the Harvard students and graduates who 
fell the Civil war, and Bayard Taylor’s “Centennial 
Ode” (1876).

Tone-Color.—The rimes are single and perfect. 
note the following initial alliteration: Young, you; sullen, 
silence; silver, spring; stranger, silence; great, gaunt; 
laughing, longing; loves, lonely; longing, land; will, weary; 
tell, taught. The less obtrusive internal alliteration 
greater musical element the melody, even though 
not felt distinct element. The prolongable vowels 
soften the tone, retard the rapid trochees, and lend deep 
pathos the verses. They almost force one read 
pathetically. Note how the last two lines they “swell 
responsive the poet’s conception and how encased they 
are framework consonants.” Note also that the 
sheer sound such words silence, solitude, stranger— 
and especially alien—gives atmosphere the poem.

The progres- 
sive order the whole not less perfect than that the 
first stanza where mountains, pines and their shadows, and 
the silence brooding over all, are noted successively. The 
proportion, too, notable. the second stanza, the trip 
the little silver spring where the scarlet berries grow, 
typifies perhaps her dream-visits the old surroundings 
the prairie, which she “longs for’ the following 
stanza. she returning, night crawls forth meet 
her, does the darkness loneliness after the dreams. 
The little laughing world filled with friendly hearths at- 
tracts her thoughts—if not also her heart—from the moun- 
tains which her husband loves. Does not “he says loves 
too” imply slight questioning his love for her? 
And aren’t inclined doubt hers for him, noting the 
strange conflict between “the cabin nestling trusting” and 
“her heart torn with longing”? She concludes with “Will 
you always frown upon me?” all depend upon 
herself?” asks friend mine who sees herein the germs 
life-old tragedy. Will she unselfishly surrender her 
dreams and her tears for the sake him who “says 
loves” her? doing, she may become mighty the 
pines and may even change the aspect the mountains. 
Their frown will brighten into approving smile, and 
their lesson will be, not one pain and tears, but one 
strength, fidelity and endurance even loneliness, which 
is, times, inevitably the portion all whether 
mountain prairie. Dreams fostering loneliness and dis- 
content are, like the water from the silver spring, too ex- 
pensive luxury when purchased night.

Contrary all precedent, not excluding the usage 
First Communion Catechisms, the work under review sets 
out achieve its purpose, without any elaborate 
scientific definitions. Although little children not 
study their religion scientifically most text-books print 
enjoy this respect, all the thouroughness ad- 
vanced treatise dogma. now find that really 
not necessary ask the question “What prayer,” 
“What Baptism,” “The Mass,” etc. Instead these mat- 
ters are brought before children such interrogations as:
